Over 35,000 Lights Will Be Utilised 


In the EleetrltsU Display — Itiany 
Girls to Participate In Portrayal 
of a "Living Ping"—U»i«i»e Auto- 
mobile Ride For "tlse Veterans.

erbce, who lias iu charge all arrange-

•'Everything is moving along- with the 
most wonderful celerity. There are no 
hitches in the arrangements, and I feel 
justified iu saying that the illumina- 
tion, both in extent and iu effect, will 
be the greatest ever seen in Boston.

Xetv KOIIKO Route. 


A meeting was recently held at the 


Sorbonne in Paris in honor of Captain 
L'Ehfant, the African explorer, win 
has found a now road into the interioi 
of that country which, it is claimed, 
will altogether supersede the present 
Kongo route. The aim of his mission 
was to find a means of communication 
between the Benone and the Logone 
and to see if it was possible for :i 
barge leaving the mouth of the Niger 
to reach Lake Tchad by following a 
water route—that is. the Niger, Be- 
none.

Tchad being thus discovered, a solu- 
tion has been afforded of one of the 
greatest African problems. 


To "Weed Ont Bnronet«. 


A permanent ttibunal for the investi- 


gation of all new claims to baronetcies 
and all existing doubtful ones has 
been sugffpsted. 
The proposal comes 


from the baronets themselves, and it 
has been incorporated in a petition to 
the king. 


The baronets are banded together in 


a society for the protection of their in- 
terests, and. this is known as the. stand- 
ing council of the baronetage. These 
allied baronets certainly censor black- 
leg baronets by refusing to enroll any 
person who cannot prove his claim to 
the title he boars. 


Mr. Francis William Pixley, a well 


known barrister, who acts as regis- 
trar to the standing council, says bar- 
onets are waiting for the home secre- 
tary to act in the matter. He said: 
"Many of the bogus baronets are using 
in all sincerity titles falsely assumed 
by their grandfathers and great-grand- 
futhcrs. It is quite a shock to them to 
know that they cannot substantiate 
their claim."—London Express.
